DES MOINES, la., March 6.—Adcl, the 


county seat of Dallas county, twenty- 
two miles northwest of here, was the 
Boene of a told bank robbery this 
morning1 followed by the pursuit of 
the amateur robbers, the killing of one 
of them and the formation of an angry 
mob which surged about the uounty 
jail to-nijfM and threatens to have the 
life of the living robDet. 


The funds of tlie bank were saved by 


the presence of mind of the cashier, 
who, after receiving a load of shot in 
his body, swung1 shut the door to the 
vault and turned the combination. 
As a result of the battle which fol- 
lowed the attack on the bank and the 
tlijfht and pursuit of the robbers, the 
following list of casualties is recorded: 


DEAD. 


Orlando P. Wilkins, a robber from 


Patterson, Madison counts', la., affed 
SO; shot by pursuers. 


IXJUBED. 


S. M. Leach, cashier of the bank of 


Adcl; seriously shot in left shoulder 
and neck. 


0. D. Bailey, leading merchant of 


Adel; shot in left shoulder. 


J. M. Ujers prominent citizen of 


Ai'.ul; shot in hand and .arm. 


II. S. Barr, postmaster at Adel; shot 


in 'eft arm. 


.'. T. Simpson, a well-known citizen, 


uvul 0. S. Dexter, a boy, of Adel; 
slightly wounded. 


The robbers, Orlando B. Wilkins 


and C. W. Crawford, were farmers living 
iu Patterson. A little after 8 o'clock 
this morning they drove into Adel in a 
buggy. Leaving the rig a block away, 
they went to the bank. Wilkins car- 
ried a repeating shotgun with bix 
loads. They entered the bank just as 
Cashier Leach was taking the money 
from the vault. C. D. Bailey was in 
the bank at the time. Crawford re- 
marked that he wished to make a de- 
posit. Cashier Leach was busy at the 
time, but turned with the inquiry: 
"What is it?" As he did so he looked 
into the barrel of the shotgun held by 
Wilkins, 
who 
immediately 
fired. 


Cashier Leach staggered and fell, but, 
rousing himself, flung the currency 
and gold on the counter into the vault 
and closed the door. Wilkins fired 
again, wounding Mr. Bailey. 


Crawford kicked in the door leading 


behind the counter, and lie and Wilk- 
ins scooped the loose silver into a 
sack. It amounted to $257. By this 
time Sheriff Voyne, %vho was on the 
street, had his attention attracted and 
opened fire on the bandits. They made 
a rush for their buggy, Wilkins firing 
as he ran and wounding the other cit- 
izens mentioned. 


Tliu robbers started to drive south- 


west across the country. They were 
hotly pursued, the hastily-collected 
posbe being- often within two or three 
hundred yards of the fugitives. Man y 
shots were fired, some of which took 
effect in the horses driven by Craw- 
ford and Wilkins. After a chase of 
nearly twelve miles the wounded 
horses could go no further and- were 
abandoned by the bandits, who sep- 
arated at what is known as "Neal's 
Crossing." There Crawford secreted 
li'iisclf 
in 
a 
clump of timber, 


but WK^ soon surrounded and surren- 
dered. Wilkins took refuge in a barn, 
which was surrounded. To repeated 
orders to come out he made no reply. 
Then Crawford was forced at the point 
of a Winchester rifle to carry a can of 
kerosene, saturate a straw stack near 
the barn and start a fire. Wilkins did 
not shood at his comrade, and when 
the flmes closed about him made a 
break across the open space for the 
timber, lie had proceeded but a few 
yards when he fell' pierced a bullet 
from a rifle held, it is said, by a prom- 
inent farmer named Pritchard. Then 
the mob lost control of itself, and the 
body was riddled by bullets. 


The corpse of the dead robber and 


his living companion were later taken 
back to Adel, where this afternoon 
Crawford 
made a full 
confession. 


He claimed he had been forced into 
the job by Wilkins, who threatened to 
kill him if his nerve weakened. The 
two left Patterson Tuesday, and spent 
Tuebday night at a farm five miles 
from Adel. 
To-night the biggest crowd overseen 


there is upon the streets of Adel. Every 
man carries a rifle, shotgun, pistol or 
club. Sheriff Payne has the jail pro- 
tected by a large and well-armed posse. 
It is believed that in the course of the 
night Crawford will be spirited away 
to a place of safety. All the wounded 
are doing well. 


It is reported that Mrs.~Job.n C. Bowl- 


by, who was shot by her brother at 
Dillon, in her will that she made a few 
hours before her death, left her real 
estate to her child and her personal 
property and 81000 to her husband. 


"JACOB WEHZEL was thrown from a 


vehicle near Toledo, O., and his back 
was broken. ^He cannot recover. 


JEtoaiJt RYAH, aged 96 yean, fell dead 


in bin wagon while on his way to his 
home near Pana.

Woman in Court. 


Two hundred ladies in Washington re- 


cently listened to Justice Brewer deliver 
a lecture in the hall of Columbia Uni- 
versity on 
"Woman in Court." He 


urged in a plain, genuine way, that wo- 
man was entitled to a legal status cor- 
responding to that of man. He said no 
one can be insensible to the fact that as 
respecting the sex there is silently but 
surely going on a vast social change. 
The place she is to fill in years to come 
is the one very different frum that 
which she has hitherto occupied. We 
often hear the assertion that it is the 
glory of Christianity to have elevated 
woman; to have opened before her many 
a hitherto closed door, and to have given 
her earthly life a dignity because it has 
given it a higher value and a larger 
usefulness. One thing that better illus- 
trates this change is the modification in 
the laws respecting her, fo«- the laws of 
a nation are 
the 
evidences of the 


thought of the nation and the progress 
it is making in civilization and culture. 
The old common law of this country and 
England in reference to the rights of 
women was compared with the present;

Government Control of Telegraph. 


The United States consul at South- 


ampton in a report to the state depart- 
ment relating to the effect of the gov- 
ernment control of the telegraph system 
in England shows that all of the sepa- 
rate companies' lines were taken by the 
government in 1870 for £11,000,000, and 
that in the year succeeding the govern- 
ment built 15,000 miles of wire to con- 
nect the various systems. As an illus- 
tration of the results of their policy, the 
report shows that while in 1870 the total 
number of telegrams handled weekly of 
all offices was estimated at from 128,000 
to 215,000, in 1893 the total exceeded 
1,100,000, and the number sent annually 
exceeded 70,000,000. In 1869 the En- 
glish press service was 22,000,000 words; 
now it amounts to (50,000,000 words; 
thirty times more than formerly. 


The present press rate is absurdly 


small as compared with the tariff prior 
to 1870, and in place of seeding seventy- 
five words per minute one way, the wires 
now carry 500 words a minute, and six 
messages are sent simultaneously on one 
wire. The service is performed with 
perfect punctuation, the average time 
of transmission of a message being about 
seven or nine minutes, as against two or 
three hours in 1870. The rate is 12c for 
twelve words paid by stamps. It is not 
possible to calculate the cost to the trea- 
sury of the telegraph service, because of 
its combination with the postal service, 
but the English government does not 
consider it as a means of revenue, but 
rather as a means of helping trade and 
informing the public.

THE INCOME TAX LAW SUITS. 


Arrangements 'or Argument of tho Casei 


Before the Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Attorney- 


General Olney appeared before the su- 
preme court yesterday and asked that 
the government be permitted to appear 
in all the cases now before the court 
in which the constitutionality of the 
income tax law is to be passed upon. 
There are two cases from New York 
and one in the district of Columbia. 
In the latter the government was di- 
rectly interested, as it was a suit for 
an injunction to restrain the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue from carry- 
ing out the law. 


After consulting the wishes of coun- 


sel and his associates on the bench, 
Chief Justice Fuller announced that 
the three cases would be consolidated 
for hearing, and that ten hours would 
be allowed counsel for argument, five 
on each side, the division of which 
they might adjust among themselves. 
If it developed that t'.iis time was 
insufficient, it would be enlarged. The 
government, he stateu, would be per- 
mitted to be heard, and three counsels 
on a side would tie permitted to speak. 
The usual rule giving the opening and 
closing to the appellant, he said, would 
be observed, but the court desired that 
but one counsel for appellants should 
be heard in closing; that is, that their 
speeches would be sandwiched in 
among speeches for appellees. 


Counsel have not arranged among 


themselves how the division of time 
shall be made, but it is probable that 
ex-Senator Edmunds, Mr. Joseph H. 
Choate and Mr. Seward will speak for 
the appellants in opposition to the 
law and the attorney general and 
Mr. Carter 
for appellees in 
favor 


of the law. The argument will prob- 
ably begin to-day and continue ten 
days.

HAVANA, March 7.—The funeral of

MADE USEFUL. 


Sdany Canine Teams Still Used ia 


Upper Michigan. 


Bofore the Advent of Ilia Railroad 


W»re a Necessity, acJ Freight and 


Mailn Were Kosolarly Trans- 


portod by Them. 


The dog team as a factor ia the 


transportation problem of Northern 
Michigan is almost a thing of the past, 
yet there are many fine teams left all 
over the straits region and on the up- 
per peninsula, and a good sample is 
given in the picture herewith. It ia 
owned by Ed. Kellogg, an old soldier 
who lives just on the outskirts of Che- 
boygan, on the straits of Mackinac. Its 
owner, who is a sort of hermit, fisher- 
man and hunter, values it as the apple 
of his eye, and it is a question if he 
would not part with his daughter, who 
occupies the back seat of his carriage, 
sooner than the team, which serves 
him as well as a coach and four, indeed 
better. He can make long journeys in 
remarkably short time with the dogs, 
and hauls all his own wood, fish, etc., 
with them. 


It was only a fewyea^s ago, says the 


Detroit Free Press, that the dog team 
was an important factor of transporta- 
tion all over the extreme northern part 
'of the state during the long winters. 


Until 
1880-1 when the railroads 


reached the straits from southern 
Michigan and Marquette, the dog was 
indispensable in the transportation of 
the United States mails. For many 
years the halfbreed Indians with dog 
teams hitched to rude toboggans, the 
halfbreed on snowshoes, formed the 
mail line between the Soo and Mar- 
quette, 175 miles, through an almost 
trackless forest, camping in snowbanks 
half the time at night, and had it not 
been for the dogs, the carrying of the 
mail would have been almost impossi- 
ble. Although it was slow work it was 
sure, and no ordinary blizzard had any 
effect upon the regularity of the mails. 


Even now, dogs are indispensable as 


carriers around the straits. The Mani- 
tou mails are carried across thirty miles 
of ice by dogs, and the fishermen all 
along the strait region use dogs to 
transport their fish and supplies, find- 
ing that method cheap and safe. 


With the disappearance of the dog 


team us carriers, the dog- still holds his 
own with the smail fjoys, and the num- 
ber of teams to be fdund all over the 
upper country is remarkable to one 
who comes from more northern lati- 
tude v. Nearly every boy in the whole 
upper country has a dog team of some 
kind, from the young scion of the

THE WITNESS BL1XT EXCORIATED. 


His Testimony Denounced as » Struc- 


ture of Vile Falsehoods—The Green- 


goodi and 
Hypnotic Stories 


Scouted—Goes to tbe Jury. 


MINSEAPOLM, Minn., March «.—The 


wpndfsrful renown of the "Tall Pine" 
was the magnet, undoubtedly, that 
drew to the criminal court room the 
enormou-, crowd that poured up and 
around the attorneys' and reporters' 
tables, and threatened even to swamp 
the sacred precincts of the judicial 
bench itself. It was beyond question 
the most dense, unruly, sensation-lov- 
ing, unreasonable crowd that has yet 
gathered within the criminal court 
room of this city. 


Mr. Erwin began his speech to the 


jury at 19 o'clock. He was bitter in 
his arraignment of BHxt, and made a 
savage assault upon his character. 
Continuing, he said:
